Vy  hear  Frofessor  Lytiari: 

'I  nave  teen  absent  .in  the  *Vest  for  the  last 
fortnight  ana  only  to-day  received  your  letter  asking  rre  ny  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  ability  of  Frofessor  S'. IP. Scott  as  a  Lecturer.  I  should 
think  fronr  what  'I  have  heard  that  Frofessor  Scott  is  a  remarkably  good 
lecturer.  He  Dreachea  for  us  at  the  University  a  year  ago  in  our  large 
Convocation  Hall.  It  was  a  teautirul  serrron  and  I  think  annealed  to  his 
hearers,  thougn  his  voice  is  not  strong  enough  for  such  a  large  building. 

In  a  siraller  hall:,  nowever,  I  should  think  ne  would  have  no  difficulty. 

He  writes  very  clear  English  and  iis  a  lucid  thinker.  He  has  a  cretty  strong 
Scotch  accent:,  but  T  have  never  heard  fronr  any  one  that  there  was  any 
difficulty  in  understanding  his  lectures.  You  are  aware  I  know  of  his  high 
distinction  as  a  scholar. 

'I  arr  much  indebted  to  you  for  sending  tie  the  letter 
frorr  professor  von  Dobschtttz:,  which  T  have  just  rehd  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest.  lit  is  to  ne  nost  pathetic.  ,Ve  were  charned  with  Frofessor 
von  DobschQtz  when  he  stayed  with  us  for  two  days  last  winter,  and  to  think 
that  we  are  now  political  enemies  is  one  of  the  tragedies  of  life.  The  war 
reveals  ODce  more  what  I  have  sc  often  noted  that  the  German  educated  classes 
have  had  no  opportunity  of  understanding  the  English  view  of  the  case. 
Probably  their  newspapers:,  perhaps  somewhat  like  our  own,  give  their  own  side 
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exclusively,  and  surely  he  cannot  have  read  Sir  Edward  Grey’s  White  paper. 
Also  their  view  of  the  Gernran  treatirent  of  Belgiurr  seetrs  to  rre  to  be  as 
irisinf ornred  alrrost  as  it  is  nossible  to  be.  However  in  the  natter  of  this 
kind  we  in  Canada  feel  very  strongly.  We  are  persuaded  that  it  is  a  war 

between  rrilitary  autocracy  and  real  denocracy  and  of  right  againsj  night.
